INTELLIGENCE WORK 


Allied intelligence in the battle of the Mediter- 
Tanean has been good, and with full air observa- 
tion is growing better. Even as’ the destruction 
of the enemy's headquarters at Taorima on the 
Strait of Messina opened the first stage of the 
Sicilian campaign, so the Allied bombing of 
Frascati, the headquarters of German field posts 
In Italy, hag been a shréwd blow at the begin- 
ning of the campaign to drive the Germans out 
of Italy: 

Reports of the actual fighting are still some- 
what confused. There seems little reason to 
doubt that the Allies have established firm 
bridgeheads across the toe of Italy, and also 
in the Naples area, where five consecutive 
counter-attacks were thrown back. There is 
aleo.proof_that the Allies are making full use 
of their sea and alr power to cut off German 
garrisons isolated in Italy, and to keep them 
from uniting into a dangerous concentration .at 
any point in the South. 

Roads, rails and bridges throughout Italy have 
been heavily attacked. German columns re- 
treating northward in the land have been fol- 
Jowed incessantly with a rain of bombs from 
the alr. In addition, the Allies hold the power 

* to effect further landings on the east and west 
coasts, if that course should prove necessary 
In @ sense, the retreating Germans have been 
caught at great disadvantage, in spite of their 
yaunted preparations for such a contingency 
as the collapse of their Axis partner, Italy. 
~ Tt ia too early yet to-know how long the 
Italian campaign will last, or where the_enemy 
will be brought to a final stand forthe last 
pitched battle on Italian soll, What ts cleat, 
however, is that the Allies are extremely well 
informed, and they are using this knowlédge to 
advantage with teling-—effect.

After the cessation_of hostilities millions of 
people may have to be fed, until they have 
time to ptt their own lands back into Ullage 
and eventual production, Famine, no leas than 
war, is man’s enemy, and it will have to be 
fought by every combination of weapons the 
free world may be able to devise. -Over and 
béyond consumable food reserves, Europe will 
need rehabilitation of its Livestock herds, 
decimated ag a result of war. Here, too, Canada 


tion livestock will be another primary need 
after the war. 

These two factors together, and there are 
others, point to the fact that Canada can ex- 
pect an era of sane development on its food- 
giving Prairies and for years to come. That 
development will be the sounder and the more 
lasting where service to humanity is made 
paramount; for we have learned that*famine 
anywhere is famine everywhere, and its eradica- 
tion the responsibility of mankind. There is a 
deal of human labor represented in a million 
tons of flour. In this instance, seldom will such 
labor have been of more importance to the 
rehabilitation of the world.

The meet is being arranged under Service and 
civic auspices as a means of bringing before 
the public something of the athletic programme 
which is contributing to the outstanding [itness 
of Canadian men and women in uniform. There

match, and a five-mile foot race, all against 
time. The exhibition will be one of the first 
of its kind on the Pacific seaboard, and may 
broaden later luto international exhibition meets 
on much the same pattern.
